_ WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)— 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, prom- 
ised railroad union chiefs today 
that Senate leaders would con- 
sider an investigation of their 
wage dispute. 

The union men asked for an in- 
quiry, particularly into the Ad- 


ministration’s actions and moves. 


Taft told reporters he intends 
to talk to railroad presidents be- 
fore he lays the request of union 
leaders before the Senate Repub- 
lican Policy committee. 

“I want to see if there is any 
hope of the unions and the car- 
riers getting together,” he said. 
“It seems to me it might be pos- 
sible for them to settle their dif- 


ficulties without a Senate in- 


vestigation.”

If an inquiry is made, Taft said 
it may have to be done by the 
Senate Labor Committee after 
Congress adjourns — if adjourn- 
ment comes on the June 19 target 


date. 

“It’s almost impossible to start 
any new investigation now with 
the amount of work that is piled 
up on everybody,” he said. 

The heads of the politically po- 
tent unions are Alvanley Johnston 
of the Brotherhéod of Locomotive 
Engineers, David B. Robertson of 
the Firemen and Enginemen, and 
Arthur J. Glover of the switch- 
men, 4 

All three declined direct com- 
ment, but each indicated irritation 
because the Army has refused to 
negotiate with them since Presi- 
dent Truman’s May 11 order seiz- 
ing control of the nation’s rail 
system. 

That order, backed up by a 
court edict against striking, was 
obtained on White House orders 
to head off the nationwide rail 
walkout that had been set for 
May 12. 

Johnston, Robertson and Glover 
went to Capitol Hill late yester- 
day, but failed to find the Sena- 
tors they sought and so planned 
to resume their quest today. 

This developed after the union 
chiefs left the White House yes- 
terday, saying presidential assist- 
ant John R. Steelman had “failed 
completely” in his three-week ef- 
fort to bring the unions and rail- 
roads together. 

The unions want an improve- 
ment on the 1947 wage settlement 
agreed to by other rail unions. 
This was 3 15%-cent hourly pay 
boost plus certain working rules 
changes that also meant more 
money. The three unions main- 
tain they deserve more because of 
living cost rises since last year’s 
settlement. 

The rail management has re- 
fused to change the pattern fixed 
for the other unions. 

Nothing has been done on the 
request of 20 rail unions that the 
Government take over complete 
financial control of the carriers 
and “take steps” toward na- 
tionalizing the system. 


AFL UNION CHIEF 
OPPOSES STRIKES 
WHICH HIT NATION 


INDIANAPOLIS, June 3 (UP)— 
President Daniel J. Tobin of the 
AFL International Teamsters Un- 
ion today denounced nation-wide 
strikes that affect other unions 
and paralyze industry. 

Writing in the June ‘issue of the 
International Teamster, union 
publication, Tobin said: 

“When a large industry is tied 
up by a strike which paralyzes 
the nation, it affects many other 
labor unions. Even though the 
labor union on strike may feel 
justified, the effects of its action 
are not confined to itself. . 

“For instance, in a coal strike 
which paralyzes the. nation after 
30 days, thousands of teamsters 
can be involved as can thousands 
of steel workers and automobile 
workers and nearly all the other 
large manufacturing and trans- 
portation trades.” 

Tobin’s article said that the “ne- 
cessity and the absolute obligation 
of the officials of any particular 
labor union considering a strike 
is to do everything in their power, 
even to the extent of making some 
sacrifices to the other side in 
order to protect their millions of 
trade union fellow workers. 

“Great mass, national strikes 
should be prevented even if we 
have to make some slight sacri- 
fices,” the union president said.

Stassen Reverses Himself 


It is impossible to understand Mr. Stassen’s 
‘various statements on public housing unless the 
conclusion is reached that, for reasons best 
known to himself, he has changed his mind on 
that important issue. 

Mr. Stassén told a Post-Dispatch reporter at 
Springfield, Mo., that he is in favor of federal- 
ly subsidized, tax-exempt, locally operated hous- 
ing for persons in the low income group who

That’s public housing, and Mr. Stassen says 
he is for it unequivocally. 

Mr. Stassen says he would have voted for the 
Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill as it passed the Sen- 
ate, namely, with provision for 500,000 family 
dwelling units in the public housing class.

housing. Mr. Stassen wanted the Government to

build units and subsidize their cost and their 
rent because smaller-income families cannot 
afford the monthly tolls. I insist that the 
real remedy is to provide more units so that 
those of lower incomes may find units being 
vacated by those of higher incomes. This is 
the normal process of a free economic sys- 
tom, just as those of lower incomes get the 
secondhand cars . the new cars are pur- 
chased. 

In other words, Mr. Stassen favored the trickle- 
down theory of providing for persons of low in- 
comes, as against public housing. 

The record shows that Mr. Stassen has been 


sharply opposed to public housing. It further 
shows, as the report from Springfield has it, 
that he is now in favor of public housing. 

But it is impossible on the record for Mr. 
Stassen to reconcile the two points of view. 
What he has done is to turn a flip-flop on this 
national issue.

How far can the nation’s credit be swollen and 
its power to pay be pledged in advance before 
it brings the heavy thud of deflation and reces- 
sion?

Mr. Truman descended to personal rancor in 
his letter to Dr. H. H. Brummall of Salisbury, 
Mo.

For Better Editing * the Voice 

It would be foolish to condemn the Voice of 
America overseas broadcasts out of hand because 
of the blunders made on that portion of the pro- 
gram provided by NBC. To do so would be like 
repealing a good law because someone took ad- 
vantage of one section of the. law which was not 
clear. 

In the case of the law, the temedy would be 
to tighten up the co section. In the case 
of the Voice of the remedy also is to 
tighten up. The descriptions of Amer- 
ican states obviously will not be piped out again 
to South America or any other part of the world. 
What is needed now is to set up controls which 
will make it impossible for any similar blunder 
to occur. 

Congress is basically responsible for this par- 
ticular program over which some of its members 
became so heated—heated, let it be added, with 
justification. The appropriations under which 
the Voice of America and ‘United States Infor- 
mation Services are now provided were severely 
limited by the G.O.P. leaders. It became neces- 
sary to farm out a lot of the broadcasting. More 
than that, the State Department was not given 
funds enough to supervise the contributions of 
the regular radio outlet, except through post- 
broadcast check. 

Under this arrangement, the State Depart- 
ment would not know of a serious slip by one 
of the assisting broadcast companies until the 
error had oocurred. That was exactly what hap- 
pened in the NBC situation. In fact, when the 
complaint was raised in Congress, the blunder 
was already three weeks old. }

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A Little Yeast in the System 

The beneficial results of the Supreme Court 
decision outlawing the basing-point price-fixing 
system in industry are not long in making their 
appearance. The decision was handed down only 
a month ago, and already the New York Times 
reports that surveys are being made for the 
construction of steel plants in the vicinity of 
New York City and in New England. 

Anything that will hasten the expansion of 

steel production, by far the worst bottleneck 
in American industry, is a good thing for the 
whole economy. New. York and New England, 
however, are looking for steel plants for what 
they will mean to their immediate sections. Sur- 
veys quoted by the Times show that savings of 
between $15 and $20 a ton should be possible 
on steel produced in New York City and New 
England, as compared with prices based on 
freight costs from other steel centers. 
The freight charge is the biggest item, but 
there is also a saving on some of the raw mate- 
rials. Scrap iron, for example, costs $6.50 a ton 
less in New York than in Pittsburgh. As for 
iron ore, it is easily obtainable from Spain, North 
Africa, Sweden or South America. Coal can be 
brought up by cheap water transport from Nor- 
folk. 

This, situation illustrates the advantages of 
flexibility and competition in what we call the 
free enterprise systém. When it is really free, 
it has the yeast—the outward thrust—to make it 
go places. When it is tied up by monopoly ar- 
rangements or price-fixing conspiracies, it doesn’t 
deliver the goods, or not at prices which enough 
of the people can pay. The Supreme Court and 
the Federal Trade Commission deserve a hand 
for having dealt their blow against the basing- 
point system.

New universal health service does not regiment medical practice, 
its chief official argues; doctors can take private as well as public 
patients; many activities are decentralized; calls it a logical and 
popular extension of health insurance established in 1912.

Within a few months, the services of 
physicians and hospitals will be available 
to all people in Britain without charge. Gen- 
eral practitioner, specialist and hospital 
services are included. Drugs, medicines, 
and appliances such 
as dentures and spec- 
tacles are also to be 
supplied, if necessary. 

Although the serv- 
ice is free to all, it is 
realized that certain 
members of the com- 
munity will prefer to 
make their own pri- 
vate arrangements. 

Therefore, the plan 

carefully safeguards 

both the doctdr’s Winston Churchill 
right to private practice and the patient's 
right to consult a doctor on a private fee- 
paying basis. 


Not a Laborite Invention 


The National Health Service Act was 
passed in 1946, The Government hag fixed 
July 5, 1948, as the “appointed day“ on

The act has not been sud- 
denly imposed on the country by a Labor 
Government, but is the. result of develop- 
ment of social thought over many years. 
Indeed, a scheme largely on the same lines 
was proposed during thé war, by the Coall- 
tion Government under Winston Churchill. 

Doctors will not be employed. directly by 
the state. Neither will they be ordered to 
practice in any particular locality, They 
will be responsible to either the local ex- 
ecutive councils or the regional hospital 
boards or boards of governors, and will be 
paid chiefly by fees which will be in pro- 


portion to the number of patients upon 


their lists or to the number of sessions. 


Patient’s Freedom to Choose 


Patients will not be directed to a particu- 
lar doctor, neither will the hospitals be run 
by bureaucrats nor will the service be ad- 
ministered by a central autocracy. The 
patients will have freedom of choice of 
doctors, and the service is designed to in- 
corporate the principles of the British tra- 
dition of local government with the essen- 
tial safeguards to-prevent the intrusion of 
local politics into professional matters. 

The points of difference between the Gov- 
ornment and the doctors are comparatively 
small in number although they loom large 
in importance. The British Medical Asso- 
ciation is not opposed to the principle of a 
national health service. The main difficul- 
ties concern such questions as the power to 
exclude a doctor from entering public prac- 


tice in an area already adequately covered

All Doctors Are Eligible 


The 1946 act places upon the Minister of 
Health the duty of establishing a “com- 
prehensive health service designed to se- 
cure improvement in the physical and men- 


tal health of the people” and “for the pre- 


vention, diagnosis, and treatment of II- 
ness.” 

Any doctor in independent practice on 
July 5, 1948, and desiring to take part in 
the. National Health Service will have the 


right to have his name included on the list 


of the executive coungil of hig area. After 
that date any doctor wishing to enter into 
public practice in any area must apply to 
have his name included on the list. Per- 
mission may be refused only on the ground 
that there is already a sufficient number of 
practitioners in the district. There will, 
however, be no power to direct a doctor to 
practice in any particular area. 

The purchase or sale of the good will of 
public practices will in future be forbidden.

Tried and ‘Proved Device 


Participating doctors will be in contract 
with, and paid by, the local executive coun- 
cil, a relationship similar to that long in 
existence between the practitioners and the 
local insurancé committees of the national 
health insurance system. Thirty-five years 
of experience have not shown this type of 
arrangement to be detrimental to the per- 
sonal relationship between doctor and pa- 
tient. 

Every practitioner will have the right to 
accept private patients. The only restrie- 
tion will be that a doctor must not accept 
fees from a patient who is already on his 
list and for whom he is already drawing 
payment from the National Health Service. 

When the bill was introduced in March 
1946, it was estimated that during its early 
voa the cost in England and Wales would 
be approximately £152,000,000 ($608,000,000) 
per year. A number of changes have oc- 


curred in the general economic situation,

Repulsed Legion 


Armor a Week Later.

KY IA, Cyprus, June 3—One 
week after the battle of Jerusalem 
began, armored units of the Trans- 
Jordan Arab Legion came within 
an inch of cracking the inner 
Jewish defense ring and winning 
all of the holy city. 

Many details of the tense 48 
hours May 20 still can- 
not be revealed, but those details 
that do not compromise military 
security are sufficient to depict 
one of modern history’s most dra- 
matic moments. 

To comprehend the Jewish posi- 
tion when the heavy legion thrust 
came, it is first necessary to re- 
capitulate events from May 13, a 
day before British troops left 
Jerusalem. 

On that day all Jewish home 
guard units were mobilized. Men 
with three to four days’ military 
training donned Haganah battle 
dress and assumed the burden of 
fighting for Jerusalem. Plans to 
use Palmach for the conquest went 
askew because the battle of the 
road aréund Bab el Wad continued. 

The Jews had four immediate 
objectives — Sheikh Jarrah, in 
northern Jerusalem; the Russian 
compound and British military 
Zone B, in the center, and military 
Zone A, in the south. By clever 
infiltration, small groups of armed 
Jews were in one A day before 
the British departed. 


Began May 14. 

The battle began at 9:20 a. m., 
May 14, when British troops evac- 
uated the Russian compound. 
Armed Jews who had been smug- 
gled into the Post Office by Jew- 
ish employes quickly seized the 
postal building, the General build- 
ing and the Anglo-Palestine Bank 
the three most important struc- 
tures in central Jerusalem, When 
the Arabs became aware that the 
British were gone, they attempted 
to enter the compound and were 
driven back by heavy fire. 

The maneuver was repeated two 
hours later in Zone B. Home 
guardists crept through barbed 
wire into the Potash building on 
King George avenue. Their arms 
were stacked in a pile by the Brit- 
ish, but they were allowed to re- 
main until the last convoy cleared 
the zone. 

They seized the six-story David 
building without opposition and 
every other structure along King 
George avenue previously occu- 
pied by the British. Again the 
Arabs were caught by surprise: 
They opened fire on the David 
building from the Omariya school, 
but too late to dislodge the Jews. 

On orders from Haganah head- 
quarters at Tel Aviv, Irgun Zvai 
Leumi troops assisted the home 
guard. Their sector was Sheikh 
Jarrah, and they had little diffi- 
culty over-running its deserted 
buildings and occupying the police 
training depot which commands 
the northwest approaches. 

Entered German Colo 


moved south from the David build- 
ing toward Talpiyot. ‘They routed 
the Arabs from Omariya school, 
the Socony-Vacuum gasoline sta- 
tion, the German school and the 
German hospice. On May 17 the 
Germany colony was surrounded, 
and 400 to 500 civilians of mixed 
nationalities offered no resistance. 

All of southern, western and 
northern Jerusalem was now in 
Haganah hands, and an attempt 
was made to enter Wadi Basha 
rah, a purely Arab sector adjoin- 
ing the Russian compound and the 
old city. The first Jewish failure 
resulted. 

The police compound and the 
old Rockefeller Foundation build- 
ing in northern Beshahrah were 
taken, but Haganah could not hold 
them under heavy fire. The police 
station was blown up as the Jews 
withdrew. 

nd Move Successful. 


A second attack in southern 
Bashahrah was more successful. 
Haganah drove the Iraquis from 
the hospice of Notre Dame, oppo- 
site the new gate, after a fierce 
struggle, and blocked off the Su- 
leiman street approach of the cen- 
tral Jewish section. 

The Jewish surge continued on 
May 18, with the capture of 
Mount Zion, the Tannous building 
and finally the new and old busi- 
ness centers. : 

A solid line now linked Jewish 
defenses from Sheikh Jarrah to 
Sanhediya, from Rehovia to Me- 
gor Hayim, Katamon and Talpi- 
yot in the south. Apart from the 
old city, the Arabs were contained 
in Beshahrah, the American col- 
ony and Wad el Joz and Bal al 
Zahira in the northwest. 

Yet there were signs that all 
was not well, The Jewish lines 
were stretched, and no reinforce 
ments had come through by road, 
although a small munitions con- 
voy had fought its way in by tak- 
ing certain detours, This used 
Haganah, optimistically and erro- 
neously, to announce that the road 
had been opened. 

More disturbing, King Abdual- 
lah’s Arab Legion had attacked 
Neve Yaakov, last Jewish settle 
ment northwest of Jerusalem, on 
May 17, and it was evacuated the 
following night. This opened the 
Legion approach route by way of 
Sheikh Jarrah. 

Ther was also internal trouble. 
The Jerusalem commander of the 
Stern group, which early in the 
battle ha@ staged a spectacular 
raid around Notre Dame and had 
clambered on to the walls of the 
old city, publicly denounced Haga- 
nah tactics at a press conference. 
Irgun Zvai Leumi also gave its 
own version of the battle to the 
press. These provided glaring 
examples of lack of unity in the 
Jewish rank at a critical juncture. 

Tide ef Battle Changed. 

The Legion made its much-her- 
alded invasion of Jerusalem on 
May 19 and the tide of battle 
quickly changed. It moved into 
the old city unmolested by Jericho 
road and St. Stephen’s gate. A

By . nightfall Haganah patrols 
were moving through the German 
colony in the south. All Jewish 
property. was back in Jewish 
hands, and nearly every strategic 
point of the city became a Jewish 
fortress, 

On the night of May 15, rein- 
forced patrols marched through 
Katamon, deserted residential sub- 
urb in the southwest, They passed 
through Megor Hayim early on 
May 16 and linked up with Talpi- 
yot, a southern suburb. 

Allenby Barracks, British troops 
headquarters which had been 
turned over to the Iraqis, was sur- 
rounded in the flanking move- 
ment, In the first real battle a 
company of Iraquis was driven 
from the camp. 

Concurrently, Haganah units

A critical period for the Jews 
began the next day, The Irgun- 
ists, who speclialize in commando 
tactics and have had little expe- 
rience in defense, broke completely 
before the Legion armored cars 
firing two-pounder artillery. The 
route to central Jerusalem was 
open from the north; the Legion 
armor moving simultaneosuly from 
the east sought to join forces in 
the heart of holy city. 

Along St. George avenue ar- 
mored cars moved through Sheikh 
Jarrah and approached the town’s 
center. There was nothing to stop 
them, and the lead cars came 
south of St. George Cathedral. In
